Picked by the experts to finish 
the game a very poor second, the 
Cats weathered a first quarter 
squall and showing their first sym- 
ptoms of fight since the Vanderbilt 
heart-wringer, turned an apparent 
riot into an interesting game. The 
second quarter found Kentucky out- 
gaining Alabama almost four to one 
and registering their first touch- 
down on the Tide since Bert John- 
son turned the trick in 1934. when 
Dave Zceller. sophomore halfback,

Spirochaete versus medical sd 
ence. 

These were the opposing forces 
yesterday as the University of Ken- f 
tucky student body, guided by the I 
Kernel, launched its drive against i 
one of the most omnipresent die- f 
eases of recent years — syphilis. 

Spirochaete; a squirmy, micros- 
copic body that can bore irresistably 
through even an intact membrane, 
and that if undiscovered, can bring 
insanity, blindness, heart disease, 
apoplexy— that was one side. It 
was the bad side. 

Medical science; a group of spir- 
ited scientists, armed with every 
device in the service of medicine 
to countercharge the opponent, and 
sanctioned by a level -thinking stu- 
dent body, determined to preserve 
healthy, happy living. — That was 
the other side. It was the good side. 

Only a very few of us know about 
this spirochaete enemy. It has been 
discovered disguised behind com- 
mon every-day colds, simple ail- 
ments that we usually overlook as 
unimportant. But then it strikes, 
and then it must be trapped. 

At our University dispensary yes- 
terday the first of the many campus 
organizations took the Wassermann 
test. In the course of the next week 
other groups will follow. Soon, It is 
hoped, the entire student body will 
have been given the Wasserman 
test. 

There is nothing more impressive 
than cold figures which throw light 
on the destructive force of the en- 
emy. The spirochaete takes but 
two hours to drill through even the 
most resistant membrane on the 
body. Intact membranes offer no 
reliable resistance. Most common 
source of infection is by 
contact with open 

As high as eighty-six per cent of 
syphilis cases have been cured fol- 
lowing careful treatment. This is

Hamilton Discusses Methods 
Of Syphilis Transm 
Before Group 



-Syphilis'' was the subject of Dr. 
W. B. Hamilton, assistant professor 
of hygiene, when he addressed mem 
bers of the American Student Union 
at a meeting of that group Monday 
night in the Union building. 

The University chapter of the 
ASU voted to support The Kernel's 
anti-syphilis war with individual 
members of the group pledging 
themselves to take the Wassermann 
tests. 

Doctor Hamilton pointed out that 
syphilis was caused by the germ, 
treponema pallidum, a type of spir- 
ochaete. , 

Tracing the methods of transmis- 
sion of the disease. Doctor Hamil- 
ton stated that approximately 90 
percent of the cases were contracted 
through intercourse. Only abut one 
tenth of one percent of the cases 
are from accidental causes, the doc- 
tor said. The remainder of the cases 
are congenital syphilis. 

Doctor Hamilton described the 
three stages of syphilis and gave 
methods of treatment. He closed 
his talk with a discussion of the 
outlook for syphiletics.

Patt And Boyd Halls Thrown 
Into Panic By Radio 
Program Over CBS

. . . "the meteorites, bearing 
men from Mars with their deadly 
gas and rays, are lighting like lo- 
custs. Our people are dying by the 
thousands." came the tense voice of 
the radio announcer in H. G. Wells' 
radio play Worlds At War." but 
the students of Kentucky, ignor- 
ant of the fact that it was Just a 
play, went wild. 

While thousands of Americans 
outside Lexington were hysterical 
with terror and excitement, many 
students of the University became 
horror-stricken at the thought of 
death from above. In the form of 
"death rays" from stri 
and gas 'that spreads 
wind and kills all life'." 

One boy who lives on Forest 
road was unable to stand the 
thought of being killed by inter- 
planetary warriors, and attempted 
to jump from a second story win- 
dow. "At least I wont be here 
when they come." he screamed. He 
was dragged back by a room-mate, 
he was about to jump to 



The play, which was depicted in 
the form of news broadcasts given 
over the national hook-ups, pictured 
the arrival of thousands of men 
from Mars, who armed with rays 
and gas wiped out seven thousand 
New Jerseyites just as a warm-up. 
and then started on the army and 
navy of Uncle Sam. Many of the 
students here who failed to listen 
to the beginning of the play were 
thrown into confusion by the news 
that the world was being conquered 
and its people killed by a malignant 
force from Mars. 

Perhaps the scene of greatest 
confusion was Patterson Hall, where 
dozens of girls began crying hyster- 
ically when they heard the news. 
Many of them began to pack, while 
others hurried to phones to make 
hurried calls for assistance from 
parents. Calls were made to Texas. 
Missouri, and many to parts of 
Kentucky. One girl, certain that 
her days were few. sobbed out to 
her father, "If this is the end, don't 
you think we ought to be together?" 

Leslie Lee Jones fainted at the 
second news flash. Adele Ball at- 
tempted to quiet some of the girls 
by taring them to read their Bibles.

Over at the boys' dorm conditions 
little belter.

Numerous cases of temporary in- 
sanity were reported. One student 
who lives on Euclid avenue sat at 
a radio and slowly tore his hair, 
all the while mumbling to himself 
His roommate just sat and cried. 

At the PIKap house Bob Brown 
was listening to the program while 
he shaved. Upon hearing the re- 
ports he wiped the lather from his 
face, jumped Into some pants, and 
tore out of the house. "If it was 
going to be the end, I was going 
to see my girl," Bob admitted later. 

Sally Cannon and her mother 
were listening to the radio in horror 
stricken silence when suddenly a 
fuse blew out and the lights went 
off. Mrs. Cannon, with a moan of 
fright, clung to Sally and said 
"Honey, this is the end; they've cut 
the power lines."

band, who was dining downtown 
with some friends, and told him the 
awful news. Mr. Webb relayed the 
news on to his friends and rushed 
home. Just as he arrived, the fam- 
ily was thrown off balance again 
by the news that it was all in fun. 

At the Triangle house, ten boys 
hung around the radio, listening in 
frightened silence o the ominous 
news being broadcast. The play 
reached the spot where the news 
commentator was killed. One boy 
lurched to his feet, white with ter- 
ror. Sounds began gurgling from 
his throat, and suddenly he 
screamed. "'Didn't you hear; It?" he 
cried, "Didn't you? He's dead. I 
heard him die. My God: I heard 
him die. I heard it, I tell you. I 
heard a man die. I heard him. 
And I'll be next. They're going to 
kill me, too." And screaming hys- 
terically, with his hands covering 
his face, he ran from the room. 

Out in the hall, others were 
kneeling in prayer, too scared to 
even run. The hysterical boy ran 



"I'll be next; they'll kill me too. I 
heard it: I know. I heard it when 
he died." But the other boys kept 
on praying. Two of them ran from 
the house, jumped into cars, and 
started to leave. 

Meanwhile one coed called the 
airport in an effort to charter a 
plane. Students kept thinking of 
ways to get home. One boy sat 
philosophically by his radVo and 
said "It will all be different now. 
There will be a new order of things, 
and I will have the same chance as 
anyone else." 

So the girls at the dorm read 
their Bibles, and packed their 
clothes. Others bought tickets 
home, or made hurried long-distance 
calls in a frantic effort to get in 
touch with their loved ones before 
the "end" came. 

Through It all, the boys at the 
Triangle house kept praying; pray- 
ing that they would be spared the 
horrible death that awaited them 
from the gas and death rays of 
these Uttle men from Mars who 
were terrifying the world, and who 
were born no farther away than the 
Martian section of the mind of

Standing in long punt form- 
ation Zoeller received the ball from 
his own 29 yard line and pounded 
straight through a yawning cavity 
at left tackle. Once behind the line 
he cut through the side line and 
as he hugged the field marker, his 
mates, with the first show of block- 
ing since the Vanderbilt game, 
erased Red coated interferers. On 
that play the entire Kentucky team 
worked like a gallon of corn mash 
and as he concluded the brilliant 
excursion, all four members of the 
Alabama backfield were decorating 
the sod backs up.

probably the most conclusive evi- 
dence that to combat the disease 
openly and broadinindedly Is not 
like walking up a blind alley. But 
it is also clear evidence that not 
to combat the disease Is a most 
dangerous proposition 

Our University is not the first to 
set out on the venture. Other un- 
iversiies in the Midwest. East, and 
West have opened similar drives 
with much success. 

Syphilis cases seem more numer- 
ous in overcrowded areas. The state 
of New York, with a population 
overlapping the 12,000.000 mark, re- 
ports approximately 50,000 syphilis 
cases within one year. These fig 
ures are naturally astounding, but 1 
lend conclusive evidence to the de- 
sirability of an open campaign ev- 
erywhere to combat the disease. 

A startling paradox on the New 
York figures are those arrived at in 
the Scandinavian countries where, 
though the aggregate population is I 
about equal to that in the Empire | 
8late. only 2,000 cases appear each ; 
year. In these countries syphilis is ! 
combatted openly, progressively. 

A recent medical report states 
that exactly fifteen per cent of 
blindness In he United States is 
caused by syphilis! 

But tlirough the medium of the 
Wassermann test, medical science 
promises to break down the disease. 
By analyses of a small sample of 
blood, presence of the spirochaete 
can be determined Once discovered 
th spirochaete faces all the resour- 
ces of modern medicine If figures 
don't lie. the new venture on this 
campus can't fail 
prove that.
